PARIS, May 12.—The League of 
Red Cross Societies of the World, 
which has been formed to unite re- 
Hef efforts, ia inepired by the same 
purpose that moved the formation 
of the League of Nations, President 
Wilson declared in a letter written to 
H. P. Davison, who worked out the 


plans for the Red Cross League. The 
letter, which was made public today, 


reads: 

My dear Mr. Davison: Per- 
nflt me to congratulate you and 
your associates representing the 
Red Cross societies of the 
United States, Great Britain, 
France and Japan upon the for- 
mation of a League of Red 
Cross Societies, designed to unite 
the Red Cross societies of the 
world in active co-operation 
against the miseries which arise 
from disease and disaster. I 
know that the formation of the 
league marks the active move- 
ment of a plan cherished by you 
many monthsa — a plan with 
which I had an instinctive sym- 
pathy when you broached it to 
me upon its inception in your 
thoughts, not only because it 
promised a development of Red 
Cross usefulness, but also be- 
cause 1 saw in it a kindred 
purpose to that which inspired 
us with the design of the League 
of Nations—a purpose to draw 
all people into concerted action 
for the welfare of the world. 

Although the League of Red 
Crosse Societies has no formal 
affiliation with the League of 
Nations, it is so obviously con- 
ceived in the spirit of the 
league that we incorporated its 
purposes in an article of the 
covenant. I know that both 
your committee and the inter- 
national committee of the Red 
Cross purpose an organic union 
as soon as the temper of the 
world will permit. 

T wish all epeed to that con- 
summation, both for the pro- 
motion of Red Cross activity 
and for the prompt attainment 
of the time when and 
good will shall be written in 
men's hearts as plainly as it is 
now being written their 

covenants.

WILSON HASNOFEAR 
OF BOLSHEVISM HERE. 


SECRETARY OF LABOR SAYS 
DEPARTMENT HAS CONSIST- 
ENTLY FOUGHT REDS. 


‘BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

NEW YORK, May 12. William B. 
Wilson, Secretary of Labor, has no 
fear that Bolshevism will ever ob- 
tain a foothold In the United States, 
he said at a luncheen of the United 
Waist League of America. 

“My reason for this belief.’’ he de- 
clared, “ig thet we are developed 
much more, from the standpoint of 
democracy, than any country in Eu- 
rope. We can make progress with- 
out force, unlike some other coun- 
tries. Force used for overthrowing 
autocracy may be the highest form 
of patriotism, but force used to de- 
throne democracy is treason to the 
masses of the people. For two 
years the partment of Labor, with 
a small force, has fought the phil- 
osophy of the LW.W. and RBolshe- 
viem, which are closely allied.” 

In investigating the disturbances 
which occurred in Western mining 
and lumbering régions at the begin- 
ning of the war. Mr. Wilson said, the 
special mission appointed by the 
President found the LW.W., “which 
hed almost gone eut of existence. 
had suddenly become rejuvenated 
and active.”

This is 
understood to have been one of the 
points contended by the State De- 
partment after the United States 
withdrew from the former consor- 
thum when the American represen-

VORARLBERG'S VOTE IS 
TO JOIN SWITZERLAND. 


SWISS NOW TO TAKE PLEBIs.- 
CITE ON ANNEXING CROWN 
LAND OF AUSTRIA.

BERNE, May 12.—As a result of 
a plebiscite held Sunday in Vorar!- 
berg, the westernmost district of 
Austria-Hungary, on the question of 
a union with Switzerfand, 45.500 
persons voted in favor of annexa- 
tion as compared with 11,000 against 
such union. 

Overtures to Switzerland will now 
begin, but the Swiss states them- 
selves are to have a plebiscite on 
the question of taking in the crown.

[Vorarlberg is bounded on the 
north by Bavaria; on the east by 
Tyrol; on the south by the Swiss 
canton of Grizons, and on the west 
by Lichtenstein and the Swiss 
canton of St. Gall. The crownland 
has an area of 1004 square miles. 
The district is mountainous, having 
Alpine peaks, some of which rise 
to an elevation of 11,000 feet 
Administratively, the crownland is 
united with Tyyol, although it has 
its own legislature.

HUNS WANT PRISONERS 
OUTFITTED BY¥ ALLIES. 


BROCKDORFF NOTE URGES UN. 
CONDITIONAL RELEASE OF | 
ALL GERMANS DETAINED. 


[BY GARLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS } 

PARIS, Sunday, May 11.—Count 
von Brockdorff-Rantzau, chief of the 
German peace delegation, in address- 
ing @ note to Premier Clemenceau 
relative to the repatriation of 
prisoners, asks that the details of 
the transfer be entrusted to com- 
missions. 

The German Foreign Minister 
States that the German peace dele- 
gation has “noted with satisfaction” 
that the draft uf the treaty recog- 
nizes in principle the repatriation of 
German war and civilian prisoners 
with great expedition. 

The German delegation, it is said, 
considers it indispensable that 
war and civil prisoners detained or 
undergoing punishment for other 
than disciplinary offenses should in 
principle be included among those to 
be unconditionally repatriated. 

“Regarding war and civilian 
Prisoners of Allied and associated 
powers in its <zhands,”’ the note says, 
“Germany has recognized the same 
principle. It appears self-evident 
to the German delegation therefore, 
that on grounds of fairnesg certain 
alleviation in* the treatment of 
prisoners should be agreed upon 
pending their return." 

The note-then proceeds: 

ONE-SIDEDNESS SEEN. 

“In a one-sided manner, some 
feel the stipulations have been made 
in favor of the Allied and associated 


governments. For instance, those 
regarding the surrender of personal 
property, the search for missing ob- 
jects, and the care of graves might 
be cited. It is assumed that these 
questions, a demand for complete 
reciprecity, are founded on genera! 
humayp rights.” 

The note then refers to a number 
of minor points and proposes that 
deliberations by commissions should 
be begun speedily to clear up pre- 
liminaries in readiness for the time 
when shipping and similar difficul- 
ties may be solved and the removal 
of the prisoners may be possible. 
it alludes to the importance to Ger- 
many that the prisoners return 
home under orderly conditions, in-

seems Only possible if everything is 
done to “raise the moral and phys- 
ical state of those returning.” 

Since Germany's economic position 
prevents her. by her own strength, 
from providing the requisite guar- 
anteesa, the delegation suggests that 
the deliberations of the commiesions 
might extend to-the question of how 
far it would be possible on the part 
of the Allied and associated govern- 
ments to help Germany in the mat- 
ter and, for example, in return 
for the repayment of the cost, to 
provide the prisoners with new out- 
fite, underclothing, civilian suits 
and boots before thelr return. 

LABOR VIEWS. 

In his note dealing with labor 
questions, Count von Brockdorff- 
Rantzau says that the German gov- 
ernment agrees with the Allied and 
associated governments that the 
greatest attention must be paid to 
these problems. 

“Internal peace and human prog- 
ress depend on how these, questions 
are handled,” the note says. “The 
demand for social justice repeatedly 
drawn up in this connection by 
workers of all lands only partly finds 
indorsement in principle in this sec- 
tion of the Allied governments’ 
draft of the peace terms. These 
high demands have for the most 
part already been carried out In an 
admittedly exemplary fashion in the 
German empire.” 

Referring to the draft of an 
agreement on international labor 
complied by the German govern- 
ment and proposed by the German 
plan for a League of Nations, the 
note says: 

“In order in the interest of all 
of humanity, to put these principles 
everywhere into practice, the ac- 
cepfance of the German delegation's 
proposal is certainly requisite. We 
consider it necessary that all Statgs 
should join in this agreement, even 
if they do not belongeto the League 
of Nations. : 

“In order to assure the workers’ 
co-operation in shaping these prin- 
ciples the German delegation con- 
siders it necessary to convoke rep- 
resentatives of the national organ- 
tigations of the labor unions of all 
the contracting parties to a confer- 
ence at Versailles, even during peace 
negotiations, to deliberate and make 
decisions on international labor law. 
It considers {t would be advantage- 
ous that the proceedings of this con- 
ference be based on decisions 
reached at the international trades 
union conference held at Berne 
from February 5 to February 3, 
1919. We append a copy of these 
decisions which have been accepted 
hy the representatives of trades-un- 
ion organizations in Bohemila, Bul- 
garia, Denmark, Germany, Great 
Rritain. France, Greece, Holland, 
Italy, Canada, Norway, Austria, 
Switzeriand. Sweden, Spain and 
Hungary. We have been charged 
to do this by the Union of Ger- 
many.”

nese should become the chief com- 
petitors of other foreign interests 
not onty in the crude oli output of 
the country, but in various lines of 
trade, manufacturing and mining 
and smelting of precious minerals 
within the next few years.

He was leading an assault 
detachment of the Sixteenth Infantry 
at the time he fell. A fragment from 
a large high-explosive shell struck 
him itn the head and he fell mortally 
wounded. His grave is in an isolated 
spot, marked No. 2, a short dia- 
tance from where he fell. He was a 
gallant officer and won the admira- 
tion of his superior officers an? men 
by his devotion to duty and fine ex- 
ample of service.” 

Few members of the old Seventh 
Regiment were better known or 
more widely liked than Lieut. Um- 
sted, who, as first sergeant of Co. 
A, served on both occasions when 
the Mexican troubles took that regi- 
ment to the border. He was born in 
Los Angeles, and was in charge of 
the Salt Lake deport station of the 
Citizens’ Transfer Company. He 
went overseas with the last detach- 
ment of the One Hundred and Six- 
tieth Infantry, leaving Camp Kearny 
on July 27, 1918, and arriving in 
France early in September. He was 
wounded in the action at St. Mihiel, 
in which battle he served as ad- 
jutant of the Sixteenth Infantry. 

Lieut. Umeted was a marksman of 
great ability with both the rifle and 
Distol, and carried fifteen gold bars 
for excellence in range work. His 
home was at 403 Echandia street, 
where hie widow, and son, aged 12 
vears, live. He is also survived by 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Um- 
sted, of 3036 Hoover street, and 
three brothers, Leon W. Umated, 
superintendent of the Westlake post- 
Office station; H. C. Umsted, con- 
nected with a Los Angeles dairy 
company, and Walter N. Umsted of 
Lancaster.

NO PROSECUTION IN

FEDERAD AGENTS UNABLE TO 
GET CORROBORATION OF

Special Arent C. La Keep of the 
Department of Justice yesterday 
conferred with Assistant United 
States District Attorney W. Fleet 
Palmer concerning the case of Dr.

Behrend was taken 
into custody on Thursday at Santa 
Monica, where he has been living 
for two months, and he made a 
statement to Special Agent George 
T. Holman, giving the details of the 
alleged pro-German plot, but de- 
claring that he (Behrend) was a 
loyal American, and that he had 
delivered harmless germs to the pro-

AVEL IN THE ATR. 

Travel in the air on a commercial ba- 
sie appears to be an accomplished fact. A 
generation ago airfiichts were considered 
impossible. Only a short time ago flying 
with heavierthan-air planes was a hazard- 
ous undertaking. Now companies are be- 
ing organized to carry passengers, mail and 
express between large cities. 

Significant as indicating that air travel 
fe no longer considered very dangerous is 
the announcement by a big insurance com- 
pany that it has extended its service to in- 
Clude air travel risks. The company. will 
write insurance on public liability, including 
Gamage to property by airplane accidents 
and on the passengers. The rate is about 
four times as much as for automobile travel. 


: EADY FOR BIG SHIPS. 


Los Angeles Harbor will soon be 
equipped to coal and dock ocean liners end 
; other big ships. Dredging and other im- 


f provements to be made with money avail- 


able from the $4,500,000 bond issue voted 
last week will provide coaling facilities hith- 
erto lacking. The Los Angeles Shipbuilding 
and Dry Dock Company has begun the con- 
struction of a dry dock big enough to take 
ships of 12,000 tons and so built that, if nec- 
essary, it can readily be enlarged. 

These important improvements are an- 
other big step forward in the development 
of the port. A large amount of profitable

 @Pans, Grand Army and other organizations 
and representatives of all the Allied na- 
tions in line. It ts predicted that there will 
be 60,000 to 75,000 in line, far and away the 
biggest procession that, ever passed through 
the streets of Los Angeles. 

It Will be in striking contrast to the Pre- 
paredness Day parade, but will be a 
Seting sequel to it. That first parade 
was composed of a disorganized body of 
men and women fired with patriotic fighting 
enthusiasm and determined to do their 
ehare in making Amerioa a victorious fight- 
ing nation. The coming parade will repre- 
sent the result of that determination, for 
it will consist largely of men who, with only 
brief training, fought and won and earned 


the reapect of all the world. 


ACHERS’ SALARIES. 

Few ears in «he community will be 
deaf to the appeal of the public school- 
teachers of Los Angeles tor an adequate 
living Wage. The development of our public- 
school system marks, perhaps, the greatest 
triumph made by civilization during the 
last bundred years. If every citizen, re- 
gardiess of sex, is to take an intelligent part 
in the government, national, State and tu- 
nicipal, it is of the highest importance that 


he or she shall have an intelligent under- 


standing of our country, its relation to other 
countries, ite resources, its history and the 
social, financial and political problems upon 
whose correct solution the welfare of the 
race depends. That understanding can be 
supplied only by education, and this educa- 
tion can be and must be supplied by our 
public schools 

Representative governments early discov- 
ered the necessity for a primary education 
which should enable the electorate to exer- 
Cise its suffrage tutelligently. Once the 
need for universal education was made evi- 
dent the growth of the public school sys- 
tem approached the phenomenal. The num- 
ber of teachers multiplied and the different 
States in thid country took upon themselves 
to establish institutions in which to educate 
the teachers who were later to become the 
instructors of the youth. All! this develop- 
ment has taken place within the ‘last hun- 
dred years. 

But we have now reached a point in mod- 
ern progress when the teachers themselves 
are protesting that they dre asked to devote 
their tives to a profession in which their 
pay is 60 inadequate that they find them 
selves deprived, not only of the luxuries, 
but of many of the necessities of life. Edu- 
cators say that the teachers are underpaid, 
and by reason of the underpayment some 
of the best of the profession are leaving the 
schoolrooms to seek more lucrative employ- 
ment elsewhere; that genius is deserving te 
profession and only mediocrity remains. 


—— 


The condition is perhaps overstated; but 
a careful review of the situation reveals 
that the teachers as a class are dissatisfied 
with the remuneration which they receive; 
that they are importuning the Los Angeles 
County Supervisors aud the local schwoi 
board for increased pay: that some of them 
are secking by devious means to obtain 
their ends: and that the unrest among the 
teachers threatens to disorganize a public- 
school system which is at once the pride 
and the hope of every high-minded citizen. 

Perhaps the teachers are asking too 
much; but certainly the rank apd file are 
getting too litile. A discontented teacher 
is very likely to inculcate a particle of that 
discontent in the puygil. Unrest i: a com nu 
nicable disease. Sunlight and shadow are 
refiected from the face of the teacher to 
the classroom; and it is of supreme ‘mpor- 
tance to every parent that the child shall 
receive public Instruction under the most 
favorable conditions. ‘che Times does not 
believe. that the teachers should be coddled 
and petted, their every whim gratified, but 
it does believe that their condition should 
be made comfortable and that every legiti- 
mate cauee of discoutent should be removed. 

There is no greater ctimulant to the pro- 
fessional worker than an increase in the pay 
envelope. The three thousand schoeol4tearh- 
ere of the city have made thetr appeal to 
the Board of Supervisors and to the Roard 
of Education for a substantial rise, and The 
Times is of the opinion that this appeal 
should not be unheeded. There has been 
little increase in pay for the teachers in 
the city schoo's during the last eight years, 
and in that time the cost of living has ad- 
vanced about 40 per cent. Unless some- 
thing is done to make up for the deprecia- 
tion of the dollar there is going to be a 


similar depreciation in the quality of igstruc-. 
tion our children receive at the ‘Public 
schools. 


It is not very encouraging for the teacher 
who receives $15 a week to know that the 
janitor gets $4 a day. In fact, the teachers 
in the public schools now receive little more 
than half the average price paid to skilled 
manual labor. Such a discrimination is un- 
fair and unjust. 

But the teachers must remember that 
their demand for more pay is coming at a 
time when the financial resources of the 
average citizen are taxed about to the limit. 
More pay for the teachers means a higher 
tax rate. They are asking for a 25 per cent. 


‘rise That would mean an increase of eight- 


een cents on each hundred dollars of as- 
sessed valuation in the Los Angeles school 
district, provided there is no way to make 
retrenchments elsewhere. When one con- 
siders the millions in taxes that are now 
delinquent in Los Angeles it becomes appar- 
ent that the additional burden of eightcen 
cents on each one hundred dollars !s not to 
be assumed lightly. 

The teachers are asking for $1,000,000 a 
year. The Times beHeves that some con- 
cessions should be made on. both sides. It 
is possible that the public-school curriculum 
can be #09 arranged that certain nonessen- 
tials may be eliminated. There have been 
numerous additions to the topics taught dur- 
ing the last few yeare. Scme of these have 
been regarded more as frills and adorn- 
ménts than necesé@aries. Certain. fads have 
made their appearance and the number of 
special teachers has multiplied. It may be 
possible that a reduction of 10 per cent. 
can be made in the number of teachers em- 
ployed, and that the saving can be added to 
the salaries of those remaining. 

Contented teachers and adequate pay are 
essentials to the proper instruction of youth. 
These we must have, cost what it may. 


Some of the teachers- have made the vory 


serious mistake of putting their request for 
an increase in pay in the form of a threat. 
They say that they will af§liate themselves 
with the American Federation of Labor and 
then “compel” the increase. “Compel,” used 
in that connection, is an unfortunate word. 
The American Federation of Labor “com- 
pels” through strikes and sabotage. The 
teachers injure their own cause greatly 
when they suggest the use of such weapons. 

Superintendent Shiels says, in recom- 
mending the increase in pay, that there is 
a shortage in teachers possessing the of- 
clency demanded for the Los Angeles 
schools. Teachers are required to pass an 
85 per cent. examination and married wom- 
en are not employed. If it were to come to 
a question of labor-unionite force the test 
could be dropped for a time to 65 per cent. 
and the ban on married women could be 


lifted. ._That would be sufficient to supply ' 


a teacher to every school, although it would 
lead to a disruption of the service and 


— 
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lowering of efficiency for a time would be 
regrettable. 

But the teachers must not make the mis- 
take of thinking thet they can win an in- 
crease in pay by threatening a walk-out. 
Such methods will do incalculable harm, 
alike to the teachers and to the schools. 
The Times ts convinced, however, that such 
a programme has not been indorsed ly any 
considerable body of the teachers. If that 
were not our belief this editorial would be 
couched in different language. The public 
will pay taxes to give the teachers ade- 
quate salaries, but NUT ONE DOLLAR IN

CCH NERDED BUDGRT. 

Great satisfaction is being expressed 
throughout the country atthe announced 
determination of the Republicans to create 
at the forthcoming session of Congress a 
REAL BUDGET SYSTEM. Senator Pen- 
rose, who is to be chairman of the Senate 
Finance Committee, has conferred with Re- 
publican leaders of both houses on the sub- 
ject and has been assured of their support. 

By creating this system the Republican 
party will be doing an immense service to 
the country. The Democrats had an oppor- 
tunity to perform it—President Wilson, in- 
deed, urged it upon them-—-but, as they well] 
knew it would put a check on their parti- 
san extravagance, they preferred to ignore 
the advice of their leader. 

The United States has a budget system 
of.a sort now, but it is most defective, so 
much so in fact that it is practically no sys- 
tem at all. One might say that the United 
States runs its finances “by guess and by 
Gad,” trusting to the Almighty to help the 
country get out of the mess into which it is 
thrown by the guess. 

Senator Penrose, supported by the Re- 
publican majorities in both houses, proposes 
to alter all that. He has stated the need 
of the country in thie respect in a few 
words. “What we must have,” he told the 
correspondents at Washington, “is a budget 
system that is administrative and legisla 
tive.” 

The absence of such a system in the 
United States, coupled with the habit of. ex- 
travagance and wasteful expenditures de- 
veloped by the Democrats both befote and 
during the war, has, as the Senator points 
out, placed this country in danger of finan- 
cial chaos. The situation is so alarming, 
in fact, that Senator Penrose considers 
the all-important question before the next 
Congress will be the pagesage of lecislation 
which will provide a suitable and sensible 
budget system. 

All other great countries have such a sys- 
tem. In Great Britain, for example, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer makes what 
is called his annual budget statement. The 
budget speech for 1919 was delivered a few 
days ago in the House of Commons by the 
Rt. Hon. Austen Chamberlain, son of that 
Joseph Chamberlain who was so famous’ in 
his day. 

Speaking generally, the British Chancel- 
lors follow the advice which Sir Robert 
Peel gave in early Victorian days, viz., “es- 
timate your expenditure liberally, your rev- 
enue carefully, make each year pay its own 
expenses, and take care that your charge 
is not greater than your income.” Of course 
it was impossible to follow that advice 
strictly during the years of war, but under 
their system the British were able to avoid 
anything like the trouble which now faces 
Our legislators because of the haphazard 
and wasteful methods indulged in at Wash- 
ington. 

All the British colonies have adequate 
budget systems and 60 have Germany, 
France and other European countries. Even 
Russia, in pre-Bolshevik days, published an 
anpual budget. Under a right budget sys- 
tem the income and expenditure for each 
year are balanced. The legislative body 
makes provision for this. 

When the Republicans give the country 
the much-needed proper budget it will be 
the duty of the finance leader in each house, 
or perhaps in one house only, to make an 
annual statement showing the income and 
expenditure for the year just passed and 
the estimated income and outgo for the en- 


suing year. If the estimated expenditure, 


| Cat 


principal sources of Income, be less than 
the estimated expendityre it will be the 
duty of Congress to increase existing taxes 


or to establish new ones. On the other 
hand, should there be an estimated surplus, 
then steps can be taken to reduce taxes. 
To quote Senator Penrose again, ‘the re- 
duction or possible increase in taxation goes 
back to the budget system.” 


Because of our sad jack Senator Penrose 


makes the assertion that no official con- 
nected with the American government at 
present is in a position to give even the 
vaguest intimation as to how great will be 
the expenditures which the government will 
be called upon to make during the next 
year 


(nder the present system the different 
Cabinet officers make their own individual 
recommendations without any concerted ac- 


tion. In the last Congress NEARLY TEN 
BILLIONS WERE ACTUALLY RECOM- 
MENDED by Cabinet officers or reported 
favorably by committees or in the way of 
being acted on favorably, OVER AND 
ABOVE THE ACTUAL ESTIMATED FX- 
PENDITURES, including those for the war. 

A budget system snch as Senator Penrose 
intends to recommend will make that im- 
possible. The estimate of income and ex- 
penditure will balance. The country will 
know exactly how it stood financially in 


the past fiscal year and how it may be ex-. 
pected to stand at the end of the next fiscal: 


year. 

It is fortunate for the country that the 
Republicans have come back to power with 
a majority in both houses and a determina- 
tion to promptly provide the financial re- 
forms which are se essential if America is 
to avoid a repetition of what has happened 
under the Democrats, now happily in a‘ mi.- 
nority in Congress.. The Democrats dealt in 
billions as if they were thousands. They 
indulged in a financial orgy and left it to 
the Republicans to clear up the wreck. Sen- 
ator Penrose is determined the Wilson party 


shall not have another opportunity for auch . 


an expensive debauch.

And if the woman who is to live 
in the house and sweep its corners 
and cook in tits kitchen has the 
steel-riveted courage to interject 
now and then suggestions which she 
feels wil! lighten her labors and 
lengthen her days she is frowned 
upon as an interloper She doesn't 
know what she is talking about. Has 
she been building houses, lo, these 
many years? Doesn't she know you 
cannot take liberties with a blue- 
print without great inconveniénce to 
architect, carpenter and plumber? 

Doesn't she know that every hour 
wasted in talk costs the contractor 
something?’ If she remonstrates 
about the height of the sink which 
is going in just high enough from 
the floor to enable her to break her 
back every time she washes dishes 
she is a wearisome haggler about 
trifles. All sinks are built like that 
~—just like that. If she would like 
the kitchen smaller to save herself 
steps she is a creature sunk in ig- 
norance, not knowing that the small- 
er the kitchen the more shelves and 
drawers, and the more shelves and 
drawers the more time and money. 

And bedrooms. Should she, un- 
daunted, drive on in her persistence 
to have her home as sunny and 
cheerful as possible and demand 
more windows in the bedrooms to 
let in the goodly morning sunshine 
she is looked upon as a loon—a 


loony loon, at that. What she really 


wants is a tent. Why any house 
at all if you are not to be protected 
from the Ditter blight of too much 
sunshine? 

Hatred between the sexes may be 
greater or less in different sita- 
tions, but here it blazes into a fury. 
The builder hds his ideas; they. are 
worthy of realization; and to have 
a meddling woman forever buzzing 
about trying to alter this or that is 
too inuch to bear.

But whatever her motive, in the 
eyes of the contractor and architect 
she assumes the aspect of an arch 
enemy trying to balk and baffle them 
in their determination to have that 
house as they know it should be.

For Mr. Debs, no doubt, there is no 
such thing as the people expressing 
their will in the law. That is a con- 
cept that he cannot erasp. He would 
have the will of the'people axpress 
itself in strikes and revolutions. He 
ia a “direct actionist.” And that 
perhaps is the great reason why he 
finds himself in his present predica- 
ment, and bids fair to spend some 
years in prison.—|[ Boston Transcript. 


History as it is written today is 
usually a most responsible business.

Germany will 
never Overrun France again without 
running upon an American bayonet. 
And the bayonet will come not be- 
cause we have a contract, but be- 
cause we have a memory.—{[St. Paul 
Pioneer Press.

WAR PAINTING TO BE 
SENT TO WHITE HOUSE. 


CANVAS ON EXHIBITION HERE 
IS GIFT OF FRENCH TO 
PRESIDENT. 


“The Fight for Liberty,” famous 

war painting brought to this coun- 
try as a gift to President Wilson, 
and exhibited with the canvasses 
now on exhibition at 328 South 
Broadway, Los Angeles, will be 
shipped this week to Washington and 
presented to the Chief Executive. 
The presentation, according to Jules 
Ratzkowski, in charge of the art col- 
lection, will be made by Jules Jusse- 
rand, French Ambassador to the 
United States, soon after the re- 
turn of President Wilson from the 
Paris Peace Conference. It will be 
hung in the White House. 
This painting, along with several 
hundred other paintings and notable 
works of art, formed a special item 
in the collection assembled in Paris 
several months ago by Mr. Ratzkow- 
ski and brought to this country for 
exhibition purposes, the receipts 
from which were to go to the French 
war orphans. The paintings were 
assembled by members of the Beaux 
Arts of Paris, and are worth many 
thousands of dollars. Mr. Ratzkow- 
ski was required by the United 
States Treasury Department to pay 
$40,000 in customs duties after it 
was learned that he intended to 
dispose of the collection at public 
auction.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR LEADER 
TELLS OF EXPERIENCES DUR- 
ING WAR IN FRANCE. 


“The American soldier is the 
worthy inheritor of the finest tredi- 
tions of American arma, and the best 
hope that civilization will not fail 
in her struggle ® establish the 
might of right.” declared Daniel A 
Poling, LL.D., last night, addressing 
@ mass meeting at Immanuel Presby- 
terian Church. 

Dr. Poling is associate president 
vf the United Seciety of Christian 
Endeavor. He went to Europe aa 
chairman of .the committee on war 
temperance activities in the army 
and navy, and to investigate physical 
and ‘moral cond.tions among the 
overseas force. 

The speaker declared the fature 
of the epir:tual world depended upoh 
a united command, explaining that 
the experience of the Allied forces 
under separate commanders showed 
the wisdom “of a united army under 
the divine generalissimo to press 
forward on the spiritual front of 
the world.” 

Dr. Poling said that all vices had 
not .been conquered among the 
furces in France, “but.” he added. 
“If the American Expeditionary 
Furce aid not set an example in 
moral idealism io the American 
civilian life, then 1 walked through 
France with my eyes closed and my 
vars . stopped.” 

The speaker commended the 
work of other relief agencies at the 
war front and asserted the belief 
that the beginning of advancement 
in spiritual welfare made in France 
would never be stopped. The men 
trained to serve there will carry on 
the work in peace. times, he said, 
and the co-operation: instituted over 
there will be continued and strength- 
ened until the force of :moral ad- 
vancement will prove in time to be 
the greatest force in the prevention 
of war and other obstacles to world 
happiness.

SAN FRANCISCO. 


“Dignified Silence” Reported 
on Victory Loan. : 


Los Angeles’ Oversubscription 
may be Increased. 


All Southland Districts Reac 
Quota of Bonds. 


It was getaway day at Victory 
Loan headquarters yesterday. Most 
of the department heads looked in 
upon the scene of their three weeks’ 
endeavor and then hastened to their 
own places of business to straighten 
away negiected affairs. A force of 
clerks will be busy for a week with 
the mass of final detall incident to 
closing the loan and disbanding the 
organization. 

There was no change made yes- 
terday in the figures published in 
The Times on Sunday, and Campaign 
Manager Moulton said that he ex- 
pects they will stand until the final 
announcement is made from Fed- 
eral reserve headquarters. It will be 
several days before this can be pre- 
pared. In any event it is very im- 
probable that Los Angeles’ over- 
subscription of $300,000 will be re- 
duced, It may be considerably above 
that figure. 

As nearly as can be estimated, 
the loan in Southern California is 
90 per cent. popular; that is, the 
banks were only called upon to 


make up a deficit of approximately

10 per cent.

States. 

BAY CITY SILENT. 


San Francisco is pursuing the 
same tactics she adopted at the end 
of the fourth loan. This is to main- 
tain a dignified silence while looking 
for a soft place to alight. A traveler 
returned today from the northern 
city said that the burden upon the 
banks there would be very heavy: 
Perhaps as much as $25,000,000 of 
$30,000,000 (6 make up the quota 
levied against that place, as com- 
pared with bank subscriptions not 
to exceed $5,000,000 in Los Angeles.

It 
was impossible to see from one end 
of a plane to the other, and to avoid 
mountain tops and other land ob- 
structions the pilots headed out to 
sea. They reached Oxnard all right, 
and continued the interrupted tour. 
but it was an anxious trip. The air 
circus at Calexico, Capt. Rogan re- 
ports. so Impressed Gov. Cantu of 
Lower California, that he person- 
ally subscribed for $90,000 worth 
of bonds.
